Wilh ready wit be 
drew a linen hsadkerchief from his pocket, and 
set it a blaze and waived it. The engineer 
saw the warning and heeded it just in time to 
lave their heavy train from plunging off tbo 
40ft, abutment into ruin. Not lo speak of
